GENEVA, July 10.—In view of the 
formal reservations made by the 
British delegation yesterday that 
they do not consider themselves 
bound not to raise the question of 
capital ships again during the tri- 
partite naval conference, even if a 
prior agreement is not reached on 
other categories, the Americans sus- 
pect that that question is to be in- 
cluded in the list or ‘‘surprises’’ 
promised for tomorrow’s plenary 
session. 

But whether: that. plenary session 
which they themselves demanded 
will be held’ tomorrow is a question 
which the British considered from 
late this afterrioon until midnight. 

They wrote to Ambassador Hugh 
8. Gibson, Chairman of the Confer- 
ence, at 10 o’clock tonight, asking 
whether, in view of the present 
cruiser discussion, he did not think 
a postponement ‘was: advisable, 


British Consult. Dominions. 


Mr. Gibson replied that that was 
entirely upto\them, inasmuch‘ as 
they had made the original demand: 

Then followed a long British con- 
clave. and it was finally decided that 
they “must first consult the Domin- 
ions.” Thus the situation is still in 
the air. : 

However, on the eve of what may 
turn out to be the break-up of the 
conference, the American experts 
have. planned a ‘‘counter-surprise”’ 
which, if launched, is likely to vro- 
duce a tremendous sensation. If 
the British make no mention of cap- 
ital ships tomorrow, all well and 
good. »In that case the Americans 
now promise that they themselves 
will’make the same abstention.

Hundred Persons Still Missing, 
With 130 Known Dead— 
Misery Is Widespread.

PIRNA, Saxony, July 10.—With 
130 known dead and 100 more listed 
as missing, the full extent of the ter- 
rible flood catastrophe in the twin 
valleys of Gottleuba and Mueglitz 
s still undefined. Not until a roll- 
call of the inhabitants in the devas- 
tated region southwest of this city 
is completed, perhaps tomorrow, will 
the toll of victims be learned. 

While the loss of life was greater 
in the Gottleuba Valley, notably at 
Berggiesshucbel, where there are 
eighty-two known dead, the property 
damage was heavier along the banks 
of the swollen Mueglitz. The value of 
public property alone—buildings, 
railroads, bridges, roads, telegraph 
and telephone lines and the like— 
destroyed by the frantic rush of 
waters in the town of Glashuette and 
its environs is estimated at 30,000,000 
marks. Since this community is the 


centre of the Saxon watch industry, 
crud so contains considerable stocks 
of gold, silver and precious stones, 
private concerns and individuals may 
suffer a still more severe loss. 


100,000,000 Marks Damage. 


The total damage done in both the 
valleys here at Pirna and elsewhere 
along the Elbe River probably will 
aggregate over 100,000,000 marks, it 
is indicated in official quarters to- 


night. The destruction of numerous 
factories and workshops is bound to 
cause widespread unemployment and 
will further augment the misery of 
the hundreds of homeless survivors.

NEW YORK PAYS ‘HEAVILY 


Heads List of States With Taxes 
Totaling $755,000,000, a Quarter 
of Country’s Total. - ~

WASHINGTON,; July, 10.—Tax col- 
lections of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau in the fiscal year .1927 totaled 
$2,865,695,509.86, as compared with 
$2,835,999,892.19 in 1926, an increase 
of $29,695,617.67. Income taxes were 
$2,219,881,014.41 in 1927, as compared 
with $1,974,104,141.33 in 1926, a gain 
of *245,726,873.08, and miscellaneous 
taxes $645,864,495.45, as against 
$861,895, 750.86. 

It was explained in a statement 
made public today that the slight 
difference between these figures and 
the totals contained in the Treasury 
statement of June 30 was due chiefly 
to ths fact that the, bureau’s sum- 
mary was based on telegraphic re- 
ports from several collectors and 
were - ibject to change. 


New York Leads Others. 


As usual, New York led all other 
States, with income taxes ‘of $649,- 
273,563.84, and” miscellaneous taxes 
of $105,729,587,18,. a total of '$755,- 
003,151.01, or mere thag # fourth of 
the collections for-the entire coun- 
try. In 1926 New York paid income 
taxes of $569,505,487.10 and miscel- 
laneous taxes of $164,224,046.56, a 
tetal of $783,729,533.66. 

Pennsylvania ranked second in 
1927, with combined income and mis- 
cellaneous tax payments of $258,- 
763,862.97; Illinois, -hird, with $217,- 
386,545.22; North Carolina, fourth, 
with $205,648,102.49, and Michigan, 
fifth, with $197,993,493.47; North 
Carolina led all States in the pay- 


ment of miscellaneous taxes with 
$186,443,511.77, due to the heavy pay- 
ment of taxes on tobacco.

{CARETAKER DENIES QUILT 


Effort to Cover Up One Slaying 
Caused Other, Is Police Theory 
—Mans Body in Tenement. 


' During the hours when the bells of 
two neighboring churches were sum- 
moning the faithful to morning ser- 
vice yesterday, a staid brownstone 
house in a quiet street in Brooklyn 
yielded up the secret of a double 
murder. 

.While the worshipers’ tread was 
echoing from the tree-shaded pave- 
ments outside, policemen with flash- 
lights looked into the inky blackness 
of- the cellar below 28° Prospect 
Place. The beams glinted on the 
water that had flooded the floor and 


' were trained on three ashcans at one 


side. The dismembered bodies of 
two womien were in the cans. 

One woman had been struck down 
on the night of the Fourth of July. 
This was éstablished with seeming 
certainty later. She was Miss Sarah 
Elizabeth. Brownell, 76 years old, a 
seamstress who had turned rooming 
house keeber when the gray film of 


-‘cateract-had dimmed her sight. The 


‘police believe she was killed for spite 
or for gain. 

The second woman died in the cel- 
lar some time after 7 o’clock on Sat- 
urday night. She was identified as 
Mrs. Alfred Bennett, 48 years old, 
mother of four children, who had 
sold the furnished room house at the 
Prospect Place address to Miss 
Brownell on May 14. The detectives 
attributed her death to the desire of 
the slayer to cover his first crime. 
She had stepped down to the cellar 
on Saturday night to locate a leak 
and had not been seen since, 

Suspect Is Held. 

A man with black brows and of 
rare strength was held at Brooklyn 
Police Headquarters last night 
charged with murder. He was Lud- 
wig Lee, who four years ago came 
from Oslo, Norway, a carpenter and 
cabinetmaker by trade, but more re- 
cently caretaker at the murder 
house, Lee, whose neck is of the 
“bull” type, is short and broad; 
black haired, smooth shaven, and 
with protuberant brown eyes that are 
seldom centred on anything or any 
one. He is 38 years old.

2 that if he can suc- 
ceed in moll ng the opposition of 
the West, — the enactment of 
a satisfactory farm relief bill by the 
next Congress, he will gain Western 
delegates in the convention and will 
carry most of the farm States, if not 
all of them, in the election. 


New Bill Being Worked Out. 


A compromise bill is now being 
worked out, a bill that will extend 
the cooperative marketing law and 
provide longer and more flexible 
credits to the farmers. Some observ- 
ers have told the President that such 
action by Congress would end the 


revolt, satisfy most of the farmers 
and put the West on the way to 
permanent prosperity. In their opin- 
ion that is essential to heal the party 
breach in the West and. make easy 
Mr. Coolidge’s nomination. 

Those. who have talked with the 
President have gone away feeling 
that his influence will be exerted for 
a compromise farm bill. Mr. Cool- 
i is represented as more deter- 
mined than ever that conservative 
farm legislation shall be enacted and 
expects an agreement among the 
farm association leaders and the 
hankers and business men of the 
West to that end. 

Since his arrival in South Dakota 
he analyzed the effect of his 
veto of the farm bill and has seen 
the pre-convention movement getting 
under way in the Anti-Third-Term 
League and criticism of his Adminis- 
tration by those favoring Mr.

3,000 ATTEND SERVICES 


Many Students at Summer Schools 
Hear Sermon and Inspect the 
Cathedral of St. John. 


The Right Rev. John Newton Mc- 
Cormick of Grand Rapids, Bishop of 
the Episcopal Diocese of. Western 
Michigan, preaching yesterday to 
3,000 men and women at the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine, asked for 
prayers for the.success of the World 
Conference on Faith and Order to be 
held in Lausanne, Switzerland, from 
Aug. 2 to 29. 

About 2,000 of the congregetion 
were students from the Summer 
schools of Columbia University and 
other educational institutions in and 
near the city. 

Bishop McCormick referred to 
Bishop William T. Manning’s sermon 
a week ago in York Minster, York, 
England, at the 1,500th anniversary 
of that cathedral, in which Dr. Man- 
ning called. to.Christians the world 
over to unite in prayer for the Lau- 
sanne meeting. Bishop McCormick 


said that at Stockholm in 1925 there 
met for two. weeks 500 tes from 
practically all the Christian com- 
munions in the world except the Ro- 
mane«Catholic. ‘It is in the same 
world-wide spirit that there func- 
tioned the ve heipful movement 
known as the World Alliance for Pro- 
moting International Friendship 
Through the Churches,’’ he said. 

Bishop Manning, he said, had 
asked for the prayers of Christendom 
for the World Conference in the same 
svirit in which Pope Pius XI had set 
apart the last Sunday of each August 
as the Feast cf the Kingship of 
Christ. 

“IT remind you,” the Bishop con- 
tinued, ‘‘that Christianity is no tribal 
religion or uo racial religion, as it 
was in danger of becoming during 
the war, but a religion for the whole 
world.’’ 

He said that Christ was rot a Fun- 
damentalist Christ or a Modernist 
Christ, but a Christ for all mankind. 

‘‘And He is no more ‘the Vhrist of 
the Indian Way’ than He is the 
Christ of Broadway,”’ he added.

Could Make Nation Bone Dry 
in Month if He Tried. 


POLAND’S VIEWS SIMILAR 


Antl-Saloon League Counsel Admits 
Sharp Rebuke Had Been Planned 
for the Executive. 


Special to The New York Times, 

BRADLEY BEACH, N. J., July 10. 
—Speaking in the First M. E, Church 
here today, Clinton N. Howard, 
Chairman of the United Committee 
for Law Enforcement, declared that 
if President Coolidge sought to make 
this country ‘‘bone dry’’ he could do 
so within thirty days. Dr. Howard 
also attacked Governor Smith of New 
York and United States - Senators 
Edge and Edwards of New Jersey, 
asserting that the New Jersey Sena- 
tors represented a ‘“‘Herod-Pilate’’ 
combination in the Senate. 

*‘When any man who is Governor,”’ 
said Dr. Howard in his attack on 
Governor Smith, ‘‘conspires to boot- 
leg the Eighteenth Amendment he 
might also bootleg the First Amend- 
ment. What we need is an old-fash- 
ioned revival of obedience to law 
more than we need Al Smith in the 
White House. Put Al Smith in there 
and there will follow a revival of 
anarchy, not a revival of respect for 
law.” 

Taking the flight of Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh as an example of de- 
termination to accomplish some- 
thing, Dr. Howard said, President 
Coolidge could, ‘‘with all the mighty 
resources at his command, if he 
would steadfastly set his face toward 
the mark, make this country bone 
dry in thirty days.“ He added that 
the Church should hold every office- 
holder to strict accountability for the 
enforcement of law and defense of 
the Constitution. 


PLANNED TO REBUKE COOLIDGE 


But Anti-Saloon League Dropped 
Proposal, Says Poland. 


The attitude of the Anti-Saloon 
League is and will continue to be 
that the President of the United 
States is personally responsible for 
prohibition enforcement and that 
such responsibility cannot be shifted 
to any subordinate, it was said yes- 
terday by Orville S. Poland, general 
counsel of the Anti-Saloon League of 
New York. 

Mr. Poland made this statement in 
confirming a report published yester- 
day that as long ago as November; 
1925, the Executive Committee of the 
league narrowly voted down a sharp 
resolution practically accusing Presi- 
dent Coolidge of ‘‘misfeasance and 
malfeasance’ because of revelations 
regarding prohibition enforcement at 
its meeting in Chicago. 

The resolution was drafted follow- 


ing an address by Gifford Pinchot, 
then Governor of Pennsylvania, i 

which he portrayed prohibition en- 
forcement as in a deplorable state. 
The resolution, Mr. P d yes- 
terday, came up late at night and 
was finally either voted down or ta- 














bled, with the understanding that the

There is a widespread feeling throughout 
the country that the Treasury Department 
and other departments having in their 
charge the enfortement of the prohibition 
law are not doing their duty. 

Our people will not consent to the propo- 
sition that a great republic cannot enforce 
its laws. They will cooperate in all sin- 
cere and well-directed efforts, but they 
will not tolerate evasion or inefficiency. 

Inasmuch as the chief responsibility in 
these matters rests with the esident, we 
are respectfully bringing them to your at- 
tention.

PREDIGTS WIDE USE: 
OF X-RAY IN ART} 


Alan Burroughs, Expert. on 
Paintings, Describes Method 
of Detecting Old Masters. 


FIRST SKETCHINGS HIS CLUE 


Original Creations Always Show 
Experimental Lines Below the 
Surface, He Declares. 


The possibility that X-ray photog- 
raphy may come into general use in 
Sum-| determining the genuineness of old 
paintings was indicated by Alan Bur- 
roughs, an expert on paintings, in an 
article made public yesterday by the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. His 
discussion of the X-ray process as 
applied to pictures will appear in 
this month’s issue of The Bulletin of 
the Museum. 

Mr. Burroughs illustrates tests he 
has made on two distinguished paint- 
ings, showing clear outlines of the: 
first designs which the artists made 
before covering them up with the al- 
tered compositions visible to the 
naked eye. He declares that the 
X-ray film ‘will immediately show 
whether a painting is an original or 
a copy. If original, the problem of 
its authorship will be simplified by 
comparing the X-ray film with the 
films of unquestioned pictures by the 
master whois thought to be the 
artist. 


Tricks of Style Revealed. 


His experiments, under the aus- 
pices of the Fogg Museum. at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., have convinced Mr. 
Burroughs that the new photography 
will be of great importance to the 
critic in baring what-is below the 
surface. Tricks of. style otherwise

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CROPS AND POLITICS. 


Several railroad directors con- 
ferred with President COOLIDGE on 
Saturday, and were the bearers of 
good news. They reported to him 
that Western farming is in splendid 
condition and is “on the eve of its 
“greatest crop production in seven 
“years.” They were confident that 
this meant continuance of prosper- 
ity. Their implication was also that 
it meant a flattering political out- 
look for the President, if when and 
as he desires a Third Term. How- 
ever, on this point they might have 
been more explicit. Will there be a 
big crop of Republican delegates 
and voters? Can Mr. COOLIDGE be 
sure that Governor LOWDEN will not 
act as a political corn-borer? Is 
there no danger that General DAWES 
may spread rust through the wheat 
fields? Is cotton secure against the 
La Follette boll-weevil? 

These questions unanswered can- 
not fail to leave a little lingering 
anxiety and uncertainty in ° the 
Black Hills. But there is another 
question still more troublesome. Will 
the Western farmers be satisfied 
even if they have large crops? Their 
eyes have been more on prices than 
production. They still think that 
they are discriminated against by 
tariff legislation, and the new pro- 
posal of a duty on corn is so gro- 
tesque that they can scarcely be 
fooled by it. The great doubt which 
is keeping the Republican leaders 
awake at night is whether the farm- 
ers really know what they want; 
whether they are determined to get 
it, or to vote so that they think they 
will get it; whether party cries and 
party ties have ceased to influence 
them, and whether the often an- 
nounced drama, “The Revolt of the 
Farmer,” is to be produced next 
year as more of a tragedy than the 
farce it has usually been hitherto. If 
the railway magnates, or anybody 
else, can reassure the President on 
all these points, they will give 
him a more substantial “farm re- 
lief” than anything that Congress 
is likely to give to the Western 
agriculturists.

BREST-LITOVSK. 

The death of General MAXx HOFF- 
MANN, who was Germany’s repre- 
sentative at the peace of Brest- 
Litovsk in March, 1918, recalls an 
event of great importance the conse- 
quences of which are still traceable 
in Europe’s public relations and pop- 
ular temper. In explaining the gen- 
eral attitude of the allied nations to 
Soviet Russia the Treaty of Brest- 
Litovsk is too often overlooked. 
Hatred for and fear of Bolshevism 
is the common explanation for allied 
intervention in Russia up to 1920 
and for subsequent suspicion and 
antagonism. But it is forgotten that 
allied intervention began as a war 
measure when the Bolsheviki signed 
a separate treaty with Germany 
and Russia was thrown open as a 
source of food and raw materials 
for the Kaiser’s armies. Bolshevist 
confiscation of foreign property, 
the cancellation of foreign debts, the 
doctrine of “ world revolution,” will 
no doubt account for part of allied 
sentiment today. But the basic 
feeling is that the Bolsheviki left 
the Allies in the lurch in the most 
desperate moment of the war. The 
German divisions released from the 
Russian front were employed by 
LUDENDORFF in France to bring the 
Allies within a razor’s edge of 
defeat. 

Not that Russia had failed to 
render service of vast importance 
to the allied cause and at tragic 
sacrifice. For ° offensive © purposes 
the Russian armies were spent in 
1918. But the tactics that. had de- 
feated NAPOLEON might have been 
employed to contain a considerable 
portion of the German Army. Oddly. 
enough, it is the super-international- 
ist, LEON TROTSKY, who advocated 
some such policy when the German 
terms were revealed at Brest- 
toysk. TROTSKY, to be sure, was not 
moved by sympathy for the Allies. 
As  Bolshevist representative at 
Brest-Litovsk he rebelled against 
the cession of one-quarter of Rus- 
sia’s arable land, one-quarter of her 
population, one-third of her indus- 
tries, two-thirds of her coal and iron. 
TROTSKY proposed that the Russian 
armies fall back into the interior 
and keep up resistance. LENIN, the 
“realist,” ordered him to 


price in order to put through his 
social revolution. He did not con- 
sider the reduction of Russia to its 
status under PETER the Great too 
high a price. 

Perhaps, from the Bolshevist point 
of view, it was not an excessive 
price. But if LENIN was ready to 
make Russia pay to any limit for a 
chance to put his‘ ideas into effect,

dnsufficient sympathy for Russia 
against the allied nations who were

THE UNREFORMED LORDS. 

The final retreat of the English 
Government from its plan to reform 
the House of Lords was marked by 
a characteristic speech of Prime Min- 
ister BALDWIN in the House of Com- 
mons. He promised not to proceed 
with the bill until after conferring 
with all the political parties, and 
framing a measure to which they 
would all agree. This was going far 
beyond his first concession, which 
was not to go ahead until sentiment 
in the Conservative Party had been 
fully ascertained. Some seventy 
members of it had openly protested 
against the Government plan, and 
had served notice that they would 
not vote for it until it had been seri- 
ously modified. After that the storm 
of opposition blew so hard that Mr. 
BALDWIN virtually agreed to throw 
over the whole scheme, certainly for 
this session of Parliament. 

This’ is a clear repudiation of 
those members of the Cabinet who 
introduced the bill in the House of 
Lords and argued for it. Lord BIRK- 
ENHEAD replied to the question 
whether it was the-intention of the 
Government to enact the bill in the 
present Parliament. His answer was, 
“Of course.” The Prime Minister, 
he said, had made it plain that such 
was the purpose, and the voters had 
given a mandate to carry the reform 
into execution. But it was not long 
before Lord BIRKENHEAD found that 
he did not speak by the card. He had 
an exchange of letters with LLOYD 
GEORGE over the differences between 
the scheme of the Government and 
that of the former Coalition Govern- 
ment, In his final reply to LLoyD 
GEORGE, the jaunty BIRKENHEAD re- 
ferred to “our present (or am I to 
say our late?) proposals.” This was 
fair notification that the whole mat- 
ter had been dropped for the time 
being. But it would be idle to ex- 
pect Lord BIRKENHEAD to show 
signs of mortification. He seems to 
regard his own presence in the 
House of Lords as a good joke. He 
looks over the “ backwoods” peers 
with undisguised contempt. In fact, 
it was they and the other do-nothing 
nobles whom he had in mind when 
in’ his speech he referred to those 
who too lightly undertook the func- 
tions of a peer of Parliament: 
“When they had appeared at the 
“bar of the House, ciad in crimson 
“robes, and taken part in the ini- 
“tial pageantry, the rest of their 
“duties had been completely dis- 
“charged when they had accepted 
“the change of nomenclature by 
“which a peer was saluted by his 
“ domestic staff.” 

The great hitch over the proposed 
bill related not so much to cutting 
down the number of the lords—all 
concede that this should be done— 
but to making the total membership 
fixed. ‘That would prevent the King 
from creating enough new peers to 
carry through a measure which the 
House of Commons, and therefore 
the Government, were determined to 
have, but which the lords would not 
accept. To do that is held to be an 
invasion of the royal prerogative. 
With this objection Lord BIRKEN- 
HEAD dealt in his last letter. He de- 
clared that if the right of creating 
peers must be kept sacred, ‘no re- 
“form of the House of Lords now 
“or hereafter is possible which lim- 
“its the numbers of that body.” He 
added sententiously, “ No reform is 
worth having which does not.” 

This may well be taken as the fu- 


.| neral knell of the Government bill. 


It was a half-baked measure hastily 
introduced, and its abandonment by 
Prime Minister BALDWIN is a fitting 
end to what was felt from the be- 
ginning to be a political blunder of 
the first magnitude. 


THE GUARDIANS AT THE GATE. 


The Congressional committee which 

has been investigating the work of 
the Immigration Bureau at Ellis 
Island has, as might have been 
expected, given that institution a 
clean bill of -health. Ever since 
the pressure on the island has been 
relieved and the alterations and im- 
provements installed, Ellis Island 
has been above criticism. Under 
Commissioner DAY and his predeéces- 
sor, Major CURRAN, the administra- 
tive efficiency of the island has been 
high. 

It is particularly gratifying to 
note that the Congressional com- 
mittee has also been much im- 
pressed with the high class of the. 
personnel of the immigration ser- 
vice. The members of Congress 
accompanied some of the Inspectors 
to incoming ships and there had, 
occasion to witness the accuracy, |.

A somewhat sim-/|many 
ilar proficiency was developed by 
the members of the draft boards 
during the war and by army officers 
who had to examine countless re- 
cruits. If asked to explain their 
methods or to give their reasons for 
suspecting something amiss, they 
probably could not do so. And yet 
experience has shown that they 
have rarely been mistaken in this 
“ sizing-up ” process. 

What happens in the immigration 
service, as it did in the war, is that 
all cases about which there is any 
doubt are held for more detailed 
examination. ‘This means that, al- 
though those whose records are in 
order are passed quickly, immigrants 
who, risk exclusion are given every 
chance to show that they are within 
the law, and receive the careful at- 
tention of specialists. 

Members of the Congressional 
committee have been quoted as say- 
ing that the high type of work 
which these immigration Inspectors 
perform should be better compen- 
sated. It is to be hoped that they 
can impress their .colleagues with 
the soundness of this opinion. LEf- 
forts during the last few years to 
raise salaries so that the immigra- 
tion Inspectors nigh* enjoy increases 
similar to those which have been 
granted to other Government. bu- 
reaus have failed. The responsibil- 
ity for this rests on Congress. Per- 
haps the visiting Congressmen will 
be able to impress Congress with the 
need of paying these guardians at 
the gate suitably. 


GARRICK’S SHAKESPEARE 
JUBILEE. 

The annual Shakespeare Summer 
Festival at Stratford-on-Avon, which 
opened Saturday, is this year unlike 
any given for many years. Perhaps 
the only time the pageant was held 
before was in 1769, the year it was 
written. DAVID GARRICK, who con- 
ceived the idea of doing just what 
SYBIL THORNDIKE, IRENE VANBRUGH, 
LEWIS CASSON and the others are 
doing now, found his venture in 
Stratford highly unprofitable, and 
recouped his losses during the Win- 
ter season in London by producing 
the skit, “A jubilee in honor of 
“Shakespeare, written by David 
“Garrick, which he intended he 
“ played at Stratford in 1769.” This 
wes full of references to the crowds 
which had gone to see his Summer 
show, to the famous mulberry tree, 
which provided more relics for ped- 
diers’ packs than if it had been a 
whole forest, and to his own mis- 
takes in staging the original piece. 

It was thought for many years 
that the little play was lost. Only 
three copies were known to exist at 
any time, and of these one had been 
burned in a fire in the Drury Lane 
Theatre and the other two had dis- 
appeared. A manuscript copy has 
been turned up at last by ALLARDYCE 
NICOLL, Professor of English Litera- 
ture in the University of London. It 
is this that the players in the pres- 
ent entertainment are using. There 
are a number of lively songs, the 
only parts which had been printed, 
and so had survived separately. One 
concludes with a merry manner: 


There never was seen such a crea- 
ture, 
Of all she was worth he robb’d 
Nature; 
He took all her smiles, and he took 
all her grief. 
And the thief of all thieves was a 
Warwickshire thief,

From brief accounts that have be- 
gun to come from England it ap- 
pears that the festivities this year 
are full of gayety, with a proper 
honoring of the bard, but with little 
solemnity or pretentiousness. Be- 
fore the curtain rises visitors may 
wander in the gardens, where every 
flower mentioned by SHAKESPEARE 
may be found. There is also “a 
bank where the wild thyme blows.” 
After the conclusion of the play the 
guests are further entertained with 
dancing and fireworks. Food and 
drink are to be obtained near by. 
There is a waiter’s speech in the 
play which must whet the appetite 
of the spectators and send them out 
speedily for refreshment: '

History records indebtedness to 
the weather for many of its most 
significant events, and notably the 
Battle of Hastings. Had not un- 
favoring winds prevented WILLIAM 
the Conqueror from putting forth to 
sea with his forces weeks earlier 
than he did, the Battle of Hastings 
might never have been. fought. 
HAROLD’s fleet might have defeated 
his at sea. Nature seems to be- 
have much as the ancient gods 
did in their interference with the 
Trojan War, extemporizing clouds 
or manoeuvring winds to accomplish 
some divine purpose. There is, how- 
ever, as we know, a law of their gov- 
erance which such flights. as those 
recently made across the Atlantic 
will help man to learn. Yet one can 
hardly call the forces that set Com- 
mander Byrp safely down in Nor- 
many an ill wind. The landing at 
the home of the Conqueror rounds 
out in a most romantic way the nine 
centuries of history which begun 
with his birth. 

And if that romance of history 
could be heightened it would be in 
reciting the fact that, though not in 
the original plan, it was a young 
man whose Viking ancestors dwelt 
among the winds cf the North and 
penetrated the veils of fog that hung 
over. other coasts who piloted the 
plane in that groping voyage over 
the fields to which those ancestors 
had given their name. If war in the 
long past made possible the mixing 
of peoples, as the Norwegian Min- 
ister said at the meeting in Caen, 
and so prepared the way for their 
final friendship, such means of com- 
munication as the plane typifies has 
made war unnecessary for that use- 
ful end. It is of more than scientific 
or even historical interest that this 
son of the Northmen should have 
found the landing place for the 
America so near the place where 
dwelt the tanner of Falaise, AR- 
LETTE’s father, but for whom, as PAL- 
GRAVE said in his work on Normandy, 
“ HAROLD would not have fallen at 
“ Hastings, mo Anglo-Norman dy- 
“nasty could have arisen, no British 
“Empire”—and, he might have 
added, no United States of America.

At last an old. chal- 
lenge is taken up. Mark 
Twain said that every- 
body complained about 
the weather, but nobody 
did anything: Now comes Sir OLrver 
Lopce to affirm that the resources of 
science should enable us to have any 
kind of weather we like. If we desire 
for any reason to change it, all we 
have to do is to spend money enough 
and go ahead and do it. 

Unhappily, we have not as yet any 
of Sir Ottver’s details. Perhaps he 
would endorse the plan of electrical 
engineers to. get rid of violent thun- 
der storms, at least in the neighbor- 
hood of large cities, by erecting great 
towers with a sort of transformer on 
top. That might disperse the light- 
ning harmlessly, though it would 
not relieve remote country. districts, 
where it do¢s most damage. 

Then there is the question of rain 
and fog. It may be that Sir OLiver 
Lopes has. heard of .the promis- 
ing American experiments with air- 
planes, but they produce rain, rather 
than keep it off tennis courts and 
golf links, and bring down fog, if at 
all, in the form of moisture. 

Sir Onrver is so great a scientist 
that his forecast cannot be set down 
merely as the vaporings of an astrol- 
oger. But if his prophecies ars ful- 
filled, what will become of insurance 
policies against rainy weather? The 
companies would make sure that 
they did not have to pay by making 
sure that it would be a fair day when 
people paid a premium against a 
foul day.

But it will be bad luck if the dyspep- 
tic artist finds that his masterpiece 
has brought him rich foods, while a 
starving craftsman with an appetite 
for thick beefsteaks: draws payment 
in angel-food and tea cakes. .

Enrolment, 
however, does not obligate a citizen 
to vote at the primary, but simply 
makes it possible for him to do so. 
In fact, even after participating in 
the primary, he may decide at the 
election to vote for the nominee of 
some other party. 

Some prior declaration of party af- 
filiation is exacted for the reason 
that, as is well known, in States 
where no such requirement exists, 
any one can walk in and vote at any 
primary. The pernicious result of 
this freedom is seen where, there 
being no contest in his own party, a 
voter can participate in the primary 
of a rival party having a contest 
and vote for the weakest candidate, 
thus furthering the interests of his 
own in the ensuing election. This 
scandalous situation obtains in Wis- 
consin, Missouri and several other 
States. Of course, it will be con- 
ceded that a party organization has 
a right to protect itself against ene- 
mies from without. 

In the argument of the voter who 
wants to keep himself independent 
so that he may vote for the ‘‘best 
man,“ the fact is overlooked that 
without party organizations there 
would be no elections, and our gov- 
ernmental machinery would run 
down and go out of business. To 
conduct the elections, there must 
be thousands of judges, clerks and 
watchers. Now, they are selected by 
the party organizations, which can 
appoint only those willing to serve 
in such capacities at the small rate 
per diem permitted by law. Further- 
more, in our large cities it devolves 
upon ward and precinct captains. to 


give much of their time to cern | 


work without salary. Naturally, this 
makes it necessary to find paying 
political jobs, for many of those 
workers, regardless of their fitness 
for such posts. If the younger voters 
can be induced to take on work of 
this character as a civic duty, it will 
be only a question of time until such 
a reprehensible method of filling 
political jobs becomes a thing of the 
past, 

As you well say, this whole situa- 
tion ‘“‘cannot fail to be discouraging 
to ordinary citizens.’”’ But do you 
not overstate the matter when you 
add that ‘“‘they cannot hope to com- 
pete with the skilled machinists all 
the time on the job’’? Experience 
shows that the great majority of the 
local party organizations welcome 
the assistance of honest and intelli- 
gent voters in the party work, which

MELVILLE, La., July 10.—Some- 
where in the vast water-soaked deso- 
lation of the Mississippi flood zone 
there may be a town more esolate, 
more completely wrecked, or more 
unhappy than Melville, but one would 
never convince anybody in the Pointe 
Coupee-St. Landry country that such 
was the fact. 

More than two months have passed 
since the western levees of the Atcha- 
falaya at Melville gave way before 
the pounding of the deluge, and since 
that day not a train whistle has been 
heard in Melville, not an electric 
light has burned in homes, in streets 











the first floor it is clogzed with mud 
and sand. 

There are three cnuurches. They 
stand like islands in a muddy sea, 
and all of them are choked witn 
the slime of the deluge. Stores 3huw 
above the water and huge sand 
dunes piled up. to the second floors 
indicate what has happened inside.

In the distaricé one sees the wreck- 
age-of farmhouses. .The water over 
the farms is just as deep as in Mel- 
ville. A young farmer climbs the 


levee. while one tries to grasp the 
completeness of the devastation. 

With his wife and little children 
the farmer had been for weeks in 
a Red Cross camp at Opelousas on 
the other side of the parish. tle 
thought it was time to come home, 
he said, and when, he got there, 
home was ten feet of water and 
nothing more. Everything he had 
was gone, and he is just one refu- 
gee among hundreds ~~ hundreds 
of others whose plight is as sad. 

There is not a house if the town 
that~is not still under water from 
three. to. ten- or more feet deep. In 
scores the owners and their families 
are living in the upper story. A 
few stores are open for business, 
from the second story, but the busi- 
ness is not there. 

No matter to whom ‘one talks the 
story he hears is always the same. 
Everybody, they say, is ruined. 
There is not a farmer in miles. but 
is facing destitution. There will be 
no crops in the Melville zone this 
year and unless the Government 
wakes up and takes steps to close 
the break in the Western .Atchala- 
fayan levee, they say, there probably 
will not be any next year either. 

Not in years, one is told, were such 
splendid harvests in ht as was the 
case when ‘‘crevasse day’’ dawned. 

And one knows they are telling the 
truth, for the crops on the hi in 
Poyinte Coupée and St. Landry are 
wonderful to look upon. Nothing 
so emphasizes the fearfulness of the 
disaster in the lowlands as to vision 
the crops in the h igh places, which 
the flood waters did not reach. 


No Silver Lining in Sight. 


The scene on the levee at Melville 
is a moving picture that would 
touch the heart strings of any audi- 


ence in the land. Whatever the fo 
cus, the camera would tell but one 
story, and that would be desolation, 
absolute and complete. 

On ‘the levee itself the people as- 
semble and talk of the future. They 
do not have to discuss the Bn 
for that is about them on all sides. 

Five or six, dogs, all of. them 
blooded, two pointers, a deerhound, 
a collie, a wire-haired terrier and a 
wonderful airedale romp up and 
down the levee: Boys and girls in 
bathing suits cavort about and race 
with the water that roars down the 
Jefferson Highway. Five geese, 
three white and two gray ones, in 
single file parade solemniy up and 
down the embankment. This is all 
the happiness in sight. 

One look at the men and women 
and one can understand what they 
are thinking about. They are not 
grumbling and they are all trying 
to see a bright side to the picture|. 
somewhere. The only trouble is that 
as matters now stand, there is no 
silver lining in sight. 

Everybody has oe nice to 
say about Secretary Hoover.

Artesian Well a Blessing to All. 


So, day after day, the sun sets-on 
the Melville country and when it 
goes down the only light is that of 


the moon 
And the flood waters of 
the Atch aya are 
the town: The roar is hard to 
scribe. The sound is like that of a 
torrential rain beating on a thousand 
roofs..In the nightime even 
the natives sometimes peek out to 
see whether a storm is 


latitude from Polaris and-as:we did 
not wish to make a landfall before 
daylight, if possible, we throttled the 


engines. down to reduce our speed to 


sixty-five miles an hour. 

The following ‘tail winds which 
were at a high velocity at 10,000 
feet were threatening to bring us to 
the islands in the darkness. 


Loafed Along for Hours. 


‘Our weather reports before leav- 
ing San Francisco indicated we 
would find considerable rain and 
cloudy weather around the Hawaiian 
Islands, and we were. averse to 
reaching the Islands in the darkness 
under those conditions, so from mid- 
night until almost daybreak we 
“stalled,” as airmen say, at a little 
over half speed. 

We also swung north, knowing we 
could sail: considerably further in 
that direction and still make our 
landfall on the island of Kauai, 
whichis at the northwestern end of 
th Hawaiia: group. 

A few minutes before daybreak 
we were looking eagerly for the first 
signs of the mid-Pacifie islands, 
which was the goal of our endeavor. 
At exactly 6 o’clock San Francisco 
time, which is 3:30 Hawaiian time, 
we saw a light almost dead ahead, 
a feeble glow but bright enough to 
tell us we had reached the island 
group. We soon saw it was Kilauea 
lighthouse. At first we could see 
only one great black mass, darker 
than sky or sea, but as we came 
closer we saw it was clouds above 


an island and soon recognized the; 


tuggec contours of Kauai, with 
which both of us. were familiar from 
interisland flights. 

A single word penciled on a note- 
book and passing between us her- 
alded the finding of the islands. It 
was “Kauai.” 

We had still an hour at least until 
thc sky would lighten, so we decided 
to circle Kauai» before striking for 
Oahu and Honolulu. We wanted to 
cross the chanriel between Kauai 
and Oahu in daylight, so while stall- 
ing we went along at about sixty- 
five miles an hour. 


Passed Over Grace’s Camp. 


Just about sunrise we passed over 
a wide stretch of land near Mana, 
famous in Hawaii as the “barking 
sands.” We knew Richard Grace, 
the California aviator, was there 
preparing his monoplane for the 
flight from Hawaii to the Pacific 
Coast, and this was confirmed soon 
when we saw the light of Grace’s 
camp. 

Very soon a pistol was fired as a 
Signal to us that they, too, hefrd 
our coming. .Later we learned that 
Commander M. B, McComb, com- 
manding officer of the naval air 


station at Pearl Harbor, Honolulu, 


had fired the pistol. 


=| AID IN FLOOD RELIRF ($2.

The sun rose as we were circling 
Kauai at 3,000 feet. The morning 
light struck -off grotesque cloud 
shapes, turned grays and purples 
into vivid pinks, crimsons and lav- 
enders,. We. thought we never had 
setn such a magnificent sunrise and 
deubly welcomed it after the lonely 
darkness through which we- had 
passed. 

It was on the wings of this glo- 
rious morning that we headed then 
across Kauai Channel toward 
Wheeler Field, our final destina- 
tion. With the rising of the sun 
all sense of fatigue vanished. We 
opened the throttle at full speed, 
driving the big Fokker at 115 miles 
an hour straight across the channel, 
and swung up over the high plateau 
between Koolau and Waianae moun- 
tain ranges. 

Barracks Unroll as Panorama. 

It is between these rugged green 
ranges that Schofield Barracks, of 
which Wheeler Field is a part, lie 
on the plains of Leilehua. Schofield 
Barracks, the largest American 
army post, unrolled before us and 
below us like a panorama, but 
seemed deserted. 

We passed about 500 feet above 
Schofield level and dropped rapidly 
toward the hangars. 

From the time we began prepara- 
tions for the flight, so fixed had the 
idea of secrecy become that now as 
we neared our destination we had no 
thought whatever that there would 
be any crowd assembled or any re- 
ception awaiting. We fully expected 
to find a deserted airdrome and land 
unheralded. 

Just as we swung around the cor- 
ner of the first big hangar we saw 
the broad field walled with motor- 
cars and thousands of people. All 
at once it fleshed on us that they 
were waiting to see us land. It was 
certainly the biggest surprise of our 
lives. 

We were still more surprised when 
we saw the white smoke spurt from 
a seventy-five-millimeter field gun 
arranged near the field and under- 
stood it must be a signal that we had 
arrived. 

We sent the big plane circling the 
field. once, banking the plane to the 
left and swinging around behind and 
above the hangars and dropping 
down on the sorth end of the field 
at low speed, then taxiing down the 
field, bringing the plane to a par- 
tial halt and swinging it around in 
fzont of what we took to be the re- 
viewing stand located on the north 
side of the field near the hangars. 

The Crowd Also Surprised. 
' Maitland brought the plane to a 
stop directly in front of the stand. 
We learned afterward we had been 
expected from the opposite direction 
and the army planes had vainly gone 
to meet us. Our sudden arrival took 
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ful of the United States for assis- 
tance in this their darkest hour of 


the crowd completely: by surprise. 
We stepped out of the plane and re- 
moved our flying suits. Then came 
tt rush of people to greet and con- 
gratulate us. 

Hawaii’s fragrant flowers were 
wreathed around our necks and even 
the plane received its garland. We 
had landed at exactly 6:29 A. M., 
hewaiian time. : We had reached 
Kauai, 2,425 miles from Oakland 
Airport, in just twenty-three hours. 
It was about two hours and forty 
minutes later when we stepped out 
of the plane at Wheeler Field. 

For a minute it looked as if our 
reception were going to be a lot 
tougher on us. than day and night 
up in the air, but we did not mind. 
We felt right then fresh enough and 
strong enough to go through it all 
again. 

After the first tumult of con- 
gratulations we were escorted 
through the crowd to the reviewing 
stand which had been erected just 
for this occasion and there welcomed 
by the Governor of the Territory, 
Wallace R. Farrington; by the Com- 
manding General of the Hawaiian 
Department, Major Gen. E, M. 
Lewis, and the Commandant of the 
Fourteenth Naval District, John D. 
McDonald, and other officers, as well 
as a great crowd of civilians. 


Meet Many Old Friends. 


Old friends were around us every- 
where. Among the very first was 
Captain Lowell H. Smith, the man 
who led the army planes in the 
memorable world flight of 1924. He 
is now stationed at Wheeler Field. 

From that moment until now our 
days and nights had been busy ones. 
Honolulu welcomed us with wide 
open arms that morning we flew in 
the “back door’ at Wheeler Field and 
landed almost before the thousands 
of spectators realized we actually 
had arrived. The picturesque crowd 
had waited for us throughout the 
night. Soldiers and civilians in tux- 
edos and sweaters, dainty slippers 
.and high-topped boots, rainsoaked 
and dry, Chinese and Japanese, Por- 
tuguese and Filipinos, Caucasians 
and Hawaiians—that is about the 
only way we can describe those loyal 
people who had stood throughout the 
night to welcome us to Hawaii. 

Our week’s stay in Honolulu was 
one continual welcome from friends 
we had known in the service while 
we were stationed there and those 
countless others who extendéd the 
hand of friendship. 

After those hours of 10,000 feét 
above the sea lIcvel when the frost 
formed about the intakes of the car- 
buretors and we sat shivering in the 
cockpit, the warmth of the Hawaiian 
sun was indeed welcome.

Hawaiians presented us with beau- 
tiful cloaks made of feathers of the 
same type as worn by the Kings 
whu ruled the islands centuries ago. 

We are just about as proud of 
those cloaks as we are of making 
the flight. 

Honolulu’s active chapter of the 
National Aeronautic Association, 
which is greatly stimulating com- 
mercial aviation, entertained us at 
luncheon and presented us with 
handsome watches. On our final 


night in Honolulu the Sojourners | 


Club, an organization of service men, 
presented us with beautiful silver 
cups on which was engraved a pic- 
ture of our flight and plane. 


Gives Credit to the Army. 


All these gifts were received not 
as a tribute to us individually, but 
to the army organization, which 
planned and prépared for the flight, 
placing every facility at our dis- 
posal. 

Honolulu was our goal when we 
left Oakland. We rather expected 
some of the boys in the Air Service 
to meet. us, but ve never imagined 
the entire island would’ open its] te 
doors to us and cause us to feel that 
every one was our friend. 


Surely Hawaii is a port of friend- | St 


ship. At least we find it so. Asa 
matter of fact, the flight did not 
greatly fatigue us. We had later 
that first morning a rest of about 
an hour after. breakfast, then 
motored to Honolulu and to our 
hotel. Even then we did not at once 
go to bed, but met and chatted with 
a group of newspaper men. Then 
we turned in for three or forr hours 
of mighty sound sleep, but by mid- 
afternogé& were up and made a dash 
for the good old surf, booming in 
over the coral sands of Waikiki. 

The physical strain of the flight 
was not formidable. Our prepara- 
tions and calculations worked out so 
well, our flight, our reaching Kauai 
just as we figured and our landing 
at Wheeler Field all went so smooth- 
ly that we cannot say the mental 
strain was great. 


Minor things that went wrong did 
not count in.comparison to the fact 
that we were in a dependable ma- 
chine and that we had had enough 
experience in interisland and other 
flyng to know what had to be done 
when plans must be suddenly shifted:

Sixteen persons have been adjudged 
habitual criminals under the Baumes 
laws and sent to prison for life, ac 
cording to District.Attorney Joab H. 
Banton, who issued an analysis yes- 
terday of ‘the first year’s operation 
of these amendments to the penal 
law intended to bring about swifter 
and severer. punishment of criminals. 

District Attorney Banton expressed 
great satisfaction over the most re-

Th infliction of heavy 
penalties on criminals of this type 
will be most effective in diminishing

_ Two Escaped Maximum Penalty. 
“There were two cases in which 
men were accused of having had 
three felony convictions but who 
escaped life imprisonment as ha- 


bitual criminals because the jury in 
each case refused to. bring in a ver- 
dict of guilty as a fourth offender. 
This despite the fact that the police 
record. and identification in each 
case was complete. However, one 
of these defendants received a sen- 
tence of ten years in State prison 
and the other a séntence of from 
twenty to forty years. 

“In order that the authorities 
might have a correct record of per- 
sons arrested it was provided under 
one of the Baumes laws that every 
/person apprehended on aé felony 
charge must be fingerprinted and 
his criminal record certified to the 
Magistrate before that official could 
fix bail. The Police Commissioner 
and the District Attorney’s office 
‘made an arrangement by which a 
duplicate copy of the record of the 

rson so arrested should be sent 
the District Attorney at the same 
time it was sent to the Magistrate. 

Fifteen thousand records of persons 
errested were received by e Dis- 
trict Attorney of New York Count 
between July 1, 1926, and June 
1927, inclusive. These were indexed 
nnd by the time a case was ready 
for the Grand Jury the District Ate 
torney had the complete record of 
the person accused.

Other Baumes Laws. 


*‘Two other of the so-called Baumes 
laws have attracted wide attention. 
One is the statute which provides 
that a second offender must receive 
on conviction a sentence of not less 


than the maximum provided by. law 
for the crime specified. 

**The other law referred to is one 
which provides that any person who 
is armed when committing a crime 
shall receive a sentence of five years 
in addition to the penalty provided 
by law for the particular crime. This 
additional five years is imposed in 
the case of a first offender. The 
penalty for carrying a weapon when 
committing a crime is increased to 
ten years when the person so con- 
victed has a record of a previous 
conviction. Under these two statutes 
141 persons have been convicted in 
this county during the past year. 

‘‘Another one of the Baumes laws 
has played an important part in the 
administration of the criminal law, 
although it has attracted, very little 
public attention. This law. provides 
that policy playing shall bo classed 
as a misdemeanor and not a felony 
as formerly. When this offense was 
a felony it was necessary to bring 
about an indictment before a Grand 
Jury and later to try the accuse: 
persons before a Judge and a petit 
jury. This brough* about great con- 
gestion in the criminal courts. Fre- 
quently Grand Juries refused to in- 

ict and in many cases the trial 
juries brought in verdicts of not 
guilty or ee armen Under the pres- 
ent law, wh treats the offense as 
a misdemeanor, the accused person 
is arraigned in a Magistrate’s Court 
and, if the evidence warrants it, is 
held for the Court of Special Ses- 
sions, where the case is heard by 
three Justices sitting without a jury. 

Bad ies, the year that this new 
statute affecting pene playing has 
been in effect 828 defendants were 
held by the various Magistrates for 
the Court of Special Sessions. Of 
th:s number 468 have been convicted 
and 144 acquitted. In fifty-four 
cases the prisoners were discharged 
on their own recognizance. In forty 
cases the bail has been forfeited and 
in two cases defendants have died. 
There are still awaiting trial 113. Of 
those convicted, 280 have been sent 
to prison.

The three, according to the police, 
were passing in front of 107-18 Liv- 
erpool Street, Jamaica, when they 
saw Helen Tresco, 19 years old, of 
145-07 Bandman Avenue, who was 
visiting a relative there, seated near 
a window. 

One negro, the police said, called 
in to the girl, and soon the others 
joined in taunting her. While they 
were standing on the sidewalk Miss 
Tresco’s brother, Anthony, ran out 
of the house and demanded that the 
negroes move on. An argument en- 
sued and it was terminated, accord- 
ing to Tresco, when he saw one 
negro move his hand to a pocket as 
though to draw a pistol.

John Haynes Holmes, preaching 
yesterday morning in the Community 
Church, Park Avenue and Thirty- 
fourth Street, enunciated six princi- 
ples to guide young persons who are 
troubled by belief that religious 
ideals and capitalistic business are 


jincompatible. His topic was ‘‘Prop- 


erty—Can a Religious Man Accept 
Income From an Irreligious Eco- 
nomic Society?’’ . 

Mr. Holmes said he believed our 
economic order was irreligious in 
most of its methods and in its spirit, 
but he did not believe in renouncing 
the world and accepting voluntary 
poverty. 

“Poverty is an evil,”’ said Mr. 
Holmes, “‘whether voluntary or in- 
voluntary. 

“I see nothiig to be gained from 
surrendering to it, however high the 
motive. Poverty is blighting, with- 
ering, corrupting, degrading, ugly. 
It is a superstition that it has in 
itself any elements of virtue. Pov- 
erty and wealth are the evils of eco- 
nomic life, and both must disappear 
from society before it can be called 
good. 





A venture to — 455 to young 
people a better way, in the form of 
certain precepts as our rules of life: 

“First, eliminate the desire for 
wealth from your thoughts, and the 
pursuit of wealth from your program 
of life. 

“Sécond, choose a job that is hon-

TRADE NEWS CONFLICTING 


Recovery In Some Industries, but 
Coal Output Slackens and Unem- 
ployment Has Risen Again,

LONDON, July 10.—Money market 
eonditions are becoming more strin- 
gent, now that the heavy debt of the 
market to the Bank of England is 
nearly paid off. The market is in 
fact working on @ very narrow mar 
gin, and there is no disposition to Jet 
rediscount rates ease, having due re 
gard for the Bank of England’s lack 
of success in securing fresh supplies 
of gold. Practically the whole of the 
£900,000 of gold, offered for sale in 
the open market last week, was 
taken for an undisclosed destination, 
and the market is now certain this 
destination was France. 

It is generally thought that French 
requirements of gold in connection 
with currency arrangements will now 
be largely satisfied out of open mar- 
ket supplies, and in that case there 
will. be no dissatisfaction. But the 
outlook for the last half of the year 
is still obscure, and spasms of strin- 
gency are considered certain, espe 
cially in case of genuinely improving 
trade. The money market is already 
discussing the possibility of a rise in 
the barik rate next Autumn, in view 
of the steady drain of gold from the 
Bank of England, which may be 
come more pronounced after the holi- 
day period. 


Perplexing Trade Situation. 


Trade conditions are perplexing; 
there are both favorable and un- 
favorable indications. On the un- 
favorable side, the latest unemploy- 
ment return shows a.rise from 987,- 
348 to 1,004,600. The coal output 
shows a slight decline. It is still just 
over 5,000,000 tons for the week, but 
with the number of wage-earners em- 
ployed aggregating 1,011,900, against 
1,013,400 in the previous week. 

In Lancashire textile circles, the 
position Tooks healthier. Inquiry has 
recently broadened, giving promise 
of the development of buying before 
long. Buyers hitherto cautious are 
finding encouragement in the steadi- 
ness of new material, and the turn- 
over both in cloth and yarn has 
shown a slight improvement. 


Better Outlook in Iron and Steel. 

Business in iron and steel and the 
engineering trades is certainly ex- 
panding. Large contracts, recently 


‘placed on foreign account, especially 


for railway and electrica] equipment, 
have been noteworthy. British par- 
ticipation in the steel cartel is less 
likely than was considered a month 
ago, but negotiations are still under- 
stood to be proceeding, although the 
final decision is not expected just 
yet. 

Currency notes outstanding at the 
end of the week aggregated £300,037,- 
182, compared with £298,260,119 in 
the previous week and £296,516,745 
two weeks ago. The expansion jis 
due to increased demand for cur- 
rency during the holidays. The 
highest figure of the year was the 
£302,;059,998 of four weeks ago; the 
lowest £280,266,850 in the week of 
Jan. 28. 


FOREIGN LOAN MARKET 
AT LONDON QUIETING 


No More Issues Looked For at 
Present—Government Not 
Opposing Them.

LONDON, July 10.—The investment 
markets are very quiet, as competi- 
tion for high-yielding new issues is 
absorbing a good deal of new money, 
and uncertainty as to the monetary 
and gold outlook is militating against 
a rise in prices. The new-issue 
movement is now élackening, how- 
ever, owing to the approach of the 
holiday period. 

The big rush for the City of Ber- 
lin 6 per cent. sterling loan, for 
£3,500,000, at 98%, Characterized the 
earlier part of the week, but no more 
substantial foreign loans are ex- 
pected at the moment. The Govern-

EUROPE’S CROPS CROPS IMPROVE. 
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TRADE STILL DEPRESSED

PARIS, July 10.~The assets side of 
the ‘sundries account’’ in last week’s 
Bank of France statement showed a 
further increase of 1,198,000,000 
francs, as compared with only 300,- 
000,000 francs In the preceding week 
and 715,000,000 francs a fortnight 
ago. This increase is again ascribed 
largely to foreign exchange pur- 
chases by.the bank. The present re- 
serve of foreign exchange held by 
institution certainly exceeds 
$900,000,000, and there is a weekly 
addition which, although generally 
smaller than a few months ago; still 
remains considerable. 

Despite the resultant increase in 
available resources of franc cur- 
rency, the Bourse has not been very 
active. Free capital which might 
have been invested in securities 
seems to be going now into the suc- 
cessive Treasury bond issues. The 
new loan is meking satisfactory 
progress. Estimates generally agree 
that it will reach four or. five billion 
francs. 

The exchange market stiJ] contin- 
ues to be controlled absolutely by 
the Bank of France. If, as is not 
impossible, restrictions on the export 
of capital should be removed at per- 
haps a not very distant date, no im- 
portant movement on the exchange 
market would be expected as a con- 
sequence, or any considerable varia- 
tion of such rates. Removal of such 
restrictions cannot yet be taken as 
certain, but it should be remembered 
that the Government itself has pow- 
ers to abolish the present restrictions 
on the free circulation of capital 
without any fresh authorization of 
Parliament.

GHICAGO, July 10.—Disappoint-

The black rust scare 
is on in the Northwest and is ex- 
pected to last until the Spring wheat 
crop: is sufficiently advanced in the 
Dakotas, Minnesota and in Western 
Canada to enable the trade to de 
términe the extent of damage if any. 
There has been rust in the North- 
west every year for the past twenty 

or ‘more, with varying injury to the 
crop. This year it is more problemat- 
ical as to the crop outcome, and as 
high temperatures and showers are 
predicted for that sectjon this week 
conditions may be favorable for rust 


development. 

In addition to uneasiness over the 
rust- situation there are disappoint- 
ing wields in Winter wheat in the 
Middle West and Southwest and a 
smaller movement of the new crop to 
market. So far the movement to 
market has fallen below expecta- 
tions. This, in 4 measure, is said 
to be attributable to a holding ten- 
dency on the part of farmers which 
has checked hedging pressure in the 
future market here and also in Kan- 
sas City. 

One drawback to bullish enthusi- 
asm over the Southwestern situation, 
despite the reduced yield as com- 
pared with last year, is the indif- 
ferent milling and export demand, 
particular! the former.

In Western and Central Ohio corn 
is knee high or better, while in South 
Texas the crop is made and in North 
Texas it is well along toward matur- 
ity. In Oklahoma the crop is com- 
ing along well. 

From the Missouri River eastward 
the corn is two inches to thirty-six 
inches high. 

Winter wheat harvest is well ad- 
vanced, with threshings disappoint- 
ing in parts of Western Central 
Kansas, where they run ten to 
twelve bushels per acre, while in the 
Middle West they are mixed, but in 
the main rather disappointing.

SIGNED WITH AUSTRIA 





Favored Nation Treatment for 
Period of Eight Years.

.VIENNA, July 10.—For the next 
eight years American goods shipped 
to Austria and Austrian goods 
shipped to America will receive most- 
favored-nation treatment in matter 
of tariffs under the terms of a new 
commercial ‘treaty signed in Vienna 
yesterday by the authorized represen- 
tatives of the two countries. 

The treaty provides that each State 
until 1935 impose on the imports 
from the other State the minimum 
duty permitted by its customs laws. 
The duration of the treaty is the sec- 
ond longest yet negotiated by Austria 
with any nation—that with Great 


Britain is ten years, the others only 
five or less. 

From the American standpoint it 
is one of the most important con- 
cluded with an European country. 
Despite her small size Austria is the 
strategic centre of American goods. 
Not only is her own —— 
power increasing steadily as cond 
tions become more normal, but 
Vienna remains, as she has been 
for centuries, the ideal transit point 
for the distribution of American 
goods destined for consumption by 
the other States of the pre-war Haps- 
burg Empire. 

Austria’s own exports to America 
are probably the least to be feared 
by American labor. Primarily they 
are finely finished goods such as 
neither American manufacturers nor 
workmen have the tience, even if 
they have the ability, to produce. 
Most are luxury articles, in which 
Austrian workmen possibly lead the 
world both in finish and technique. 
The treaty is the natural out- 
growth of the trade between the two 
countries. For several years the ex- 
ports of each to the other has 
shown a steady rise. This is es- 
pecially noticeable in American au- 
tomobiles and motorcycles, and in 
Austria leather goods and porcelain 
ware. 


SEEKS OPTION TO BUY 
KAISER’S CORFU VILLA 


Group Including Germans Would 
Build a Hotel and Casino 
Near the Achilleton.

ATHENS, July 10.—4 group of for- 
eign capitalists, including German 
hotel proprietors, have submitted 
proposals to the Greek Government 
for a six month option to purchase 
the villa Achilleion at Corfu, former- 
ly the property of the Kaiser, and 
to erect near it a hotel of 400 rooms 
and a casino. The group undertakes 


to lay an asphalt road from Corfu 
to the Achilleion and to install elec- 
tric light and power in Corfu at 
rates 20 per cent. lower than at 
Athens. 

The Achilleion, which was seques- 
tered by the Greek Government dur- 
ing the war, will not be used as a 
casino and a section of it will be 
turned into a museum. The group 
undertakes to spehd $2,000,000 in ex- 
change for the privilege of twenty- 
five years exploitation after which 
the buildings will revert to the State. 

The scheme probably will be ac- 
cepted by the Government. 


COUNTERFEIT IN PRISON. 


Plot by Tennessee Convicts Is Re- 
vealed by Warden. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 10 #).— 
Warden McCorkle of the Tennessee 
Penitentiary told newspaper men to- 
night that he believed he had nipped 
in the bud activities of a counter- 
feiting ring which he revealed had 
been operating in the prison. He 
said that only $70 had been realized 
by the counterfeiters. Several $1 
bills had been raised to $5. 

The Warden stated that a convict 
had been found to have several 
‘‘raised’’ notes after he attempted to 
pass one of them at the prison com- 
missary. The Warden declined to 
divulge the prisoner’s name and at 
first would give no information about 
the affair. He was told that The 
Memphis Commereial Appeal had 
said that penitentiary officials had 
discovered that counterfeiting was 
being done in the prison and that 
likenesses of George Washington on 
small bills had been fitted with 
inked-in ‘‘flowing whiskers’’ to simu- 
late Abraham Lincoln’s portrait. The 
Warden then admitted the plot had 
been uncovered, but refused to sup- 
ply details. 

Federal authorities are assisting the 
Warden in his investigation.
